WASHINGTON, May, 10.—Japan's: as- 


tuteness ; in statecraft is a subject 
which furnishes diplomatic circles in 
Washington with a fruitful source of 
gossip. The success of her armies on 
land and sea surprised and dazzled the 
civilized world, but it was feared that 
in the area of diplomacy the conqueror 
of China would be outwitted by Euro- 
pean nations. 


The'result shows that Japan has not 


only succee'ded in securing the adop- 
tion of her "original terms of peace, 
which included commercial, treaties of 
extraordinary -comprehensiion in addi- 
tion to the freedom of Corea and. .the 
payment of an indemnity of 200,000,- 
000 taels, but she has added to that 
princely 
sum by • another 50,000,000 


taels. 


The treaty of ,peace itself provides 


that Wei-Hai-Wei shall be held until 
the first 100,(A),000 taels and the next 
two annual installments of the in- 
demnity have been paid, so that, with 
the added guarantee of the temporary 
possession of Port Arthur, even al- 
though only temporary, tbe Japs ap- 
pear to have taken every possible pre- 
caution for the future. 


At no time is it believed that Japan 


contemplated the permanent possession 
of 
the 
peninsula 
of 
I/iao 
Tung 


longer 
than: 
necessary 
to 
hold 


it 
as 
a 
pledge 
for 
the pay- 


ment by China of the expenses of 
the war. 
This purpose was outlined 


in these dispatches when the terms of 
peace were first published. The infor- 
mation came, from such a source that 
its authenticity was undoubted- 


The same authority stated that Rus- 


sia and Japan had a thorough under- 
standing, dating- back before the be- 
ginning of the hostilities. Russia then 
sought and obtained a declaration 
from Japan as to her intentions with 
regard to the Chinese territory which 
might be captured and with respect to 
the independence of Corea, where a 
winter port was desired as an outlet 
for the Eussian railroad to yiadivos- 
tock. 


All that has happened since proves to 


the best diplomats at the national cap- 
ital that a great game of bluff and pre- 
text has been played, with Kussia and 
Japan as the principal allies and act- 
ors. 


It is said that Russia's purpose in 


making a demonstration against the 
occupation of Manchuria and of the 
peninsula, upon which Port Arthur is 
situated, was a blind. Germany and 
France were induced to enter into a 
protest in concert with Russia against 
the alleged claim of the Japanese to 
Chinese territory as a menace to the 
permanent peace of the far east. 


The treaty of peace had by that time 


been ratified by the emporer of Japan 
and accepted by the Chinese govern- 
ment. The permanent occupation of 
the Liao Tung peninsula was the last 
thing desired by Japan. E.ussia, ac- 
cording to the best advices, knew this, 
but continued her demand foi: Japanese 
withdrawal. 


It is no wonder that the alleged 


European alliance of Russia, France 
and Germany was a mystery at the 
time. 
England, however, seems to 


have understood the situation and to 
have indirectly favored Japan's in- 
trigues by holding aloof. 


The attempt to draw the United 


States into the farce failed. It failed 
because the United States government 
had good reason to believe that there 
would be no war bstween Russia and 
Japan. It also knew that in the re- 
mote event of trouble American inter- 
ests could be protected independent of 
all foreign combinations. 


It is now seen that Russia will get 


what she bargained for with Japan 
from the beginning, but under the 
cover of an apparent desire on the part 
of Japan to placate a dangerous adver- 
sary. 
France and Germany •will get 


nothing that they would not have ob- 
tained had they followed the example 
of England and the United States, and 
Japan is 50,000,000 taels better off than 
she was. 


All this picking comes out of China 


and Corea, and, as neither of these na- 
tions is in a position to object, the out- 
come is a piece of fine Japanese handi- 
work, aided by Russian advice. 


The advantages which will accrue to 


the nations of Europe by throwing 
open Chinese ports to unrestricted 
commerce makes the situation most 
promising for continued peace. It is, 
however, plain to be seen that Russia 
and Japan are the principal beneficiar- 
ies. 


The manner in which a settlement 


has been affected leaves Japan free 
from the unpleasant prospect of being 
called to account for what she may do 
hereafter to aid the designs of the 
principal in the so-called European al- 
liance.
